1 . Claims 3 and 4 are allowed. 

2. Claims 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12(first paragraph) as a result of the 
recitation of new matter. In particular, the "selectively cooling" steps in these claims 
constitute new matter. Since support for the "selectively cooling" limitations is not self- 
evident in the various specification sections noted by applicant, it is suggested that 
applicant give a move detailed response (e.g., explain Figs. 2 and 4) to assist the 
examiner.
